To:- The Chairman and Members of the Council 


It is my privilege to present the Annual Report for 1969. 


The statistics for the district compare favourably with those 
for England and Wales. The general trend of the Infant Mortality 
Rate is satisfactory, though it is higher this year than last. Of 
the 25 deaths of infants under 1 year of age, 21 took place at ages 
under one week. 


The illegitimate births were 6% of the total births in the 
district compared with a national average of 8%. 


Of the 690 deaths, 9% occurred at ages below 45 years, 8% in 
the age group 45-54, 17% in the 55-64 age group, 27% in the 65-74 
age group, and 39% at age 75 years and over. 


It is noteworthy that the downward trend in the Birth Rate has 
been continued during the year. Nevertheless the excess of births 
over deaths was high- this year at 522, and the estimated total 
population increased by 1,300 to 70,070 - the first time the 
population of the Rural District has been over 70,000. It is 
interesting to note the way in which the population has increased 
over the last 20 years:- 1949 - 48,700, 1959 - 56,480 and 1969 ~ 
70,070. 


Of 250 notifications of infectious diseases received, 172 
related to Measles. 


During the year, the compaign for immunisation against Measles 
was interrupted by the withdrawal of one of the manufacturer's 
vaccines and a consequent shortage thereafter. At the time of 
writing, supplies of Measles vaccine are readily available. 
Naturally acquired Measles can be a severe disease with the 
possibility of respiratory, neurological and other complications, 
some of which may cause permanent damage throughout the remainder 
of life. By constrast, Measles vaccination is safe and usually 
devoid of reactions. When they do occur, they resemble a modified 
and slight attack of Measles lasting 24 hours or so without the 
risk of complications and permanent damage. Parents are, therefore, 
recommended to have their children vaccinated against Measles in 
infancy. ae

All the recommended immunisations of infancy are readily avail- 
able through the general practitioner servicc or at the local clinic. 


Over the past years the Health Department has initiated a 
considerable programme of demolition of unfit houses and undoubtedly 
the worst of these have now been removed. There remain, however, a 
large number of houses, not unfit at present, but sadly lacking in 
modern amenities, which, if they are not improved soon will in their 
turn have to be demolished. Despite repeated publicity about 
Improvement Grants too few landlords have availed themselves of this 
financial assistance to improve their tenanted properties. 


It should be more readily kmown, however, that in certain 
circumstances if the tenant wishes to have a bath, and W.CG. and a hot 
water system put into the house and has not received satisfaction from 
his landlord, this may be achieved by application to the local authority. 
Tenants are, therefore, advised to get in touch with the Health Depart- 
ment to find out whether their houses can be compulsorily improved in 
this way. 


This Report has been compiled in accordance with the requirements 
of the Minister and reflects the work of the Health Department.

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Report_of the Chief Public Health Inspector 


Time marches on, this report being the fourteenth which I 
have submitted for your consideration as your Chief Public 
Health Inspector. 

Meat _and Food Inspection. As in previous years a 100% meat 
inspection service has been maintained which has demanded 
overtime work at evenings and weekends from your Public Health 
Inspectors. In addition the slaughter of poultry is also 
supervised. 

Housing. The improvement or modernisation of tenanted 
properties still has not beeri very successful despite 
publicity and enhanced grant payments. 


The Housing Act, 1969, whilst attempting to improve 
environment by the provision of improvement areas, seems to 
lack bite insofar that there are no compulsory powers to secure 


the necessary improvements after persuasion has failed. 


Caravan Sites and Control of Development Act, 1960 


Two prosecutions for using a site for caravans without a 
site licence resulted in the Mansfield Magistrates fining the 


defendants £2 cach. 


Cleansing. 


Pollution of the Environment is a great challenge of the 
future. In the past the return for re-use of many containers 
was encouraged by a small deposit system. At present it seems 
that a throw-away society is developing and the non-returnable 
container, whether it is a paper bag, bottle or can, is 


becoming the future trend. 


The problem of increased bulk refuse disposal and the use 
of plastic articles which do not break down in a tip, becomes 
more difficult and costly as tip sites become increasingly 
difficult to obtain. 
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During the year the the South Trent Refuse Teams accepted 
the new bonus scheme which on first sight seems to be working 


satisfactorily. 


Street sweeping by the Council's staff commenced and 
providing labour is available should result in cleaner roads 


throughout the district. 


The completion of the Ravenshead sewerage scheme has now 
made complaints of overflowing ccsspools in that area a complaint 
of the past. It is hoped that outstanding similar schemes in 


other parishes may now be authorised. 


In conclusion I express my thanks to tne Chairman and 
Members for their continued support and to the staff of the 


Department my appreciation of their loyalty and enthusiasm.

GENERAL PROVISION Ol HEALTH SERVICES FOR THE AREA 


AMBULANCE SERVICES (National Health Service Act, 1946 


The Nottinghamshire County Council are responsible for the 
Ambulance Services for the whole administrative County area. The 
service is free and all urgent calls for accident, sudden illness 
or maternity are answered without question. Non-urgent calls, 
such as for routine hospital attendance, are only accepted if 
supported by a recommcndation from a doctor, nurse, midwife, 
dentist or other responsible person. 


PREVENTION OF ILLNESS, CARE AND AFTER-—CARE 
Act, 1946, Section 28) 


National Health Service 


Facilities are provided by the Nottinghamshire County Council, 
as the Local Health Authority under Part III of the Act, for the 
prevention of illness, care and after-—care. 


Home helps are provided by the County Council and are 
available throughout the area where the need arises in a household, 
owing to the presence of any person who is ill, lying-in, an 
expectant mother, mentally defective, aged, or a child not over 
compulsory school age. 


In maternity cases, a Home Help attends daily for two weeks 
from the birth of the baby, excluding Saturday afternoon and 
Sunday and her duties include the ordinary domestic work such as 
cleaning, cooking, washing, care of children, mending and 
shopping. 


In general cases of sicmess, or when assisting in the house- 
holds of old or infirm people, Home Helps undertake such of these 
duties as may be necessary. Part—tiime help can be arranged. 


A charge for the service is made, but where the applicant is 
unable to afford it, the County Council's Seale of Assistance is 
applied.

Homes for the Aged 


The National Assistance Act, 1948, places a duty and 
responsibility on County and County Borough Councils to provide 
residential accommodation for persons who, by reason of old age, 
infirmity or other circumstances are in need of care and 
attention which is not otherwise available to them. For this 
purpose the Nottinghamshire County Council maintains 24 Homes, 
all of which are fully occupied. 


The Homes are provided for elderly persons of both sexes, 
including married couples who, on account of advancing years 
or infirnity, are no longer able to look after themselves in 
their own homes and have no one able and willing to look after 
and care for then. They are not intended for sick persons who 
need constant medical attention or nursing care, but residents 
suffering from minor ailments are looked after as in ordinary 
households. 


Limited facilities are available for the accommodation for 
short periods of aged people normally receiving care and 
attention from relatives to enable such relatives to have a 
holiday or otherwise to have a short period of relief from their 
responsibilities.

BCG VACCINATION OF SCHOOLCHILDREN 


Vaccination against Tuberculosis is carried out by the 
Medical Officer of Health. All schoolchildren of 11 years 
of age and over are eligible. 


The procedure consists of a preliminary skin test to find 
out those children who would benefit from the protection which 
B.C.G. vaccination confers. These children are known as the 
negative reactors to the test. Those who have a positive 
reaction are not vaccinated, but are referred for a full chest 
x-ray, and are subsequently kept under review. 


The B.C.G. procedure is thus of two-fold value. It enables 
those who have not been in contact with the tuberculosis germ to 
be vaccinated and so protected for the future, whereas the children 
who have already been in contact with the germ can be examined by 
X-ray and kept under supervision.

These 
vehicles are provided with screens and are loaded at the rear to 
ensure practically dustless filling.

The Council will remove two loads of 750 gallons each free of 
charge per year from private cesspools in the District, and 
subsequent loads on request at the rate of £1 per load or part 
load, Three cesspool emptying vehicles of maximum capacity 
of 750 gallons each are used on this service. 


There are approximately 2,000 private houses and 150 Council 
houses in the district with cesspool drainage and 130 Council 
houses drained to small sewage works and emptied by the Council's 
vehicles.

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WATER 


Mains water supply is provided for most of the Parishes of 
the Rural District by the City of Nottingham Water Department. 
The North-West Leicestershire Water Board has taken over the 
supply previously afforded by the Loughborough Corporation Water 
Department and now supplies four parishes in the southern part 
of the Rural District's area. Leicester Corporation supplies 
the Parish of Willoughby—on-the-Wolds. 


Regular inspections were made of the two water supply 
systems in the Parish of Newstead, and of other sources of water, 
such as shallow wells and springs, where these are used for 
domestic supplies. Bacteriological examination of these sources 
of supply were made and appropriate action was taken when an 
unsatisfactory result was obtained (see Table below). 


There are 5 houses in the Rural District without a piped 
water supply.
